IIavan.a, ,Ian. 21.— According to in- 
formation from Spanish sources. General 
Castellauo, learning that the insurgent 
government waa eatabliahed at Esper- 
anza in buildings construoted by tbe in- 
BargentB, 17 leagues from Puerto Prin- 
cipe at the extreme west end of Cubitna 
ridge, proceeded in that direction with 
22,000 infantry, 4,000 cavalry and two 
field ciiunon. After a three da}B' trying 
march he forced a difficult pof-ition on 
Tii'eEday, and overcamo the obstinate 
rejiatance of 1,000 ineurgsute, pureu'i g 
them mere than tix miles and 
burning the houaea i.t EsjeraDZ', 
including the insurgent govercnieLt 
hnil ling. On the following day Gen. 
Caatdlano found re-imited inaurgenta 
5,000 Etrong near Inferno wooda, a'x 
miledfroin J^apcranz^. hie routed tlieni 
nfter two hours' combat and puttbem to 
flight. Tlie insurgents' loss was nutner- 
oua, but owintr to the density of the 
wooda it was difhcult, accoidiug to 
Spanish accounts, to ascertain the full 
extent of tho defeat. The iniurgenis 
left 57 dead on tbe field. The Spaiiidi 
loas waa live killed and 31 wounded, 
among the latter beinir Lt.-Col. Mones. 

The ineurgonta, under their leader 
Montague, engaged General Paaeo at the 
town of Ejperanza, pronoce of Santa 
Clara. Under cover of darkneas they 
reached aome houaea, but tho garriaon 
repelled tbe attack and followed tbe 
fleeing inaurgenta outside tho town. 
The insnrgenta left nine dead. A private 
despatch from S()anipli sources says tbe 
attacking ineurgcata bad thirty wounded 
and that tlio garriBon's loss waa in- 
signiflcatit.

"City of Seattle" Brings Latest News---Graming 



for Big Fortunes. 



After a particularly ehort trip down 
from tlie Nortb, which brought her to 
Victoria almost a full day in advniico of 
expectations, the Washincton Alas- 
kan Oo.'b steamer City of Soutlle r.r- 
rived shortly after 9 o'clocli last eveuiup;, 
and Boon the wind-swept Btrec-ts were 
picturesque with the blanket-coated and 
far-enveloped figurea of jaat returned 
Klondikers. 

There were about forty-five of theee 
included in the Seattle's passenger list 
— not men of wealth as were their fellow 
citizens arriving by the Corona, but for 
the most part business men and miners 
of a speculative turn from Dawson and 
vicinity, who are here to make or to dis- 
pose of investments — to buy stock or 
Bupplies, or to market claims or frac- 
tional interests for themselves or on com- 
misBioQ. 

It ia estimated by thoee beat (lualifiod 
to judge that, counting dust, money and 
paper together, not more than ^160, 000 
constitutes the fortune brought by the 
Bteamer, about one- third of this being in 
duBt. 

Although thus not important as a 
treasure ship, the Seattle brings an in- 
teresting party of passengers, of first im- 
portance among whom are the members 
of the KlondihS miners' deputation to 
Ottawa to solicit ameDdmeutB in the 
mining regulationa. 

These gentlemen, Mr. Maxim Lander- 
ville, specially representing ttie French- 
Canadian element among the miners; 
Dr. A. E. Wills, who may be described 
as the Knglish-Candian spokeeman ; and 
Mr. E. J. Ijivernash, the champion of 
the Auiiirican or alien interests in the 
country, dieembarked at Victoria and 
will remain guests at the Hotel Driard 
until ready to proceed to the Capital. 

Upon their arrival here they saw, of 
course for the first time, the revised re- 
gulations as outlined in despatches from 
Ottawa a few days ago, and while none 
of the delegates considered it politic to 
give a definite expression of opinion aa 
to how the revised code will meet the 
approval of the Northern miners, they 
could not but intimate satiefaction at 
the steps taken in meeting partially at 
least the contentions of the men they 
represent. 

" Speaking for myself only," Mr. 
Livernaeli said, " I do not care to Ois- 
cuss the changed regulations at preEent, 
in the first place becauee I do not tliink 
it would bo either dignified or proper to 
make our representations through the 
medium of the press. I may say this 
ninph, however — that I am personally 
much gratified to note the tundeiicy of 
ine government, as indicaietl in these 
most recent regulations, to give to the 
Klondike a liberal adminietralion of 
affairs. And I have no doubt that wlien 
the facta are better uuderetood the gov- 
ernment of Canada will see its way to be 
yet more liberal to the Northern 
miners." 

Mr. Landerville expressed himself to 
much the same eflect as hia fellow dele- 
gate, nor could he be tem])tt;d to an ex- 
pression of opinion upon the aubstance 
of the revised regulations. ]Cach oi the 
delegates in turn had met and had a 
long interview with Major Walsh while 
on the way from Dawson to the Coast. 
They did not as a result of these confer- 
ences see any reason for alteration ol 
their original plans, the administrator 
feeling that the questiona involved in 
the petition to the government of which 
they are the bearers are of too great im- 
portance for him to accept the reapousi- 
bility of settlement. 

Mr. Livernash, during their brief 
meeting, formed a high opinion of the 
adminiatrator, finding him, as he ex- 
presaea it, " a broad-minded and intelli- 
gent man, energetic and well disjiosed 
to all clasaea, whose inflaence cannot 
Init prove of ureat benefit in the up^er 
Yukon district." 

Mr, J;ivernaBh does not purpoeo being 
hampered with hia journaliatic dnties 
during the progress of his i<nportaiit. 
miaaion to Ottawa. Ue haa completed 
hia roporta baaed upon hia atay in the 
country, and will now retire from news- 
paper work altogether until he sees the 
lalfllment of his mission in behalf of the 
miners, .teturning then to Dawson, where 
he haa extensive interests, and being as 
yet undecided whether or not he will 
then ro-enter journalistic service. 

Among the Seattle's other passengers 
were Dr. Max Schunimann famous aa an 
exijlnrerand traveller in many lands— 
the Dr. Schuinaiin who svaa sent by the 
Xing of Jielgiuin to explore the Congo, 
Hnd who went uto the Klondike coun-

scientific work of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute, with business connections in St. 
Louis as well. 

Peter Erusaard de Villa is widely 
known as the discoverer of the cele- 
brated Treadwell mino on Douglas 
Island, perhaps the createst low grade 
quartz propoaition in the world; Gordon 
O. Bettlea la one of the moat thoroughly 
informed and widely travelled men of 
the North, having spent many years in 
Alaska and the Canadian territory adja- 
cent in the service of the Alaska Com- 
mercial Company ; W. P. liank is a Cal- 
ifornia capitalist who has been visiting 
the district for the purpose of making in- 
vcBtinenta ; Frank Slavin, ex-pugilist 
and miner, is down to procure mach- 
inery for the developmeiii of hia quartz 
claim, which he considers one of 
the promising properties in that land of 
rich resources. Mr. Max Newbury is 
the artist and correspondent of the New 
York Herald — one of the most capable 
men in metropolitan newspaper life 
whom the rapid development of the new 
gold fields haa taken thither. 

Of the mining men proper among the 
passengers there are not a great number, 
and those who are down, come simply 
for the purchase of supplies or the sale 
of interests. Emil Stauf ia one of the 
owners of the Dominion saloon and 
gambling hall, whose place was re- 
cently burned down, but speedily rebuilt. 
He haa probably $10,000, and although 
Le ia interested in quite a number of 
claims, this fortune was chiefly acquired 
in business enterprises, His present 
trip ia eaid to be for the purpose of se- 
ctning a permit to take a quant'ty of 
liquor in when he returns, and with the 
object of selling a number of claims 
which he owns himself or which have 
been entruated to him for disposal. 

Fred. Stevens, of Toronto, Jias prac- 
ticallv the same mission. He went into 
the Klondike some time ago, and has 
conducted the "opera house" dance 
hall out of which ho has realized pro- 
bably If 10,000 clear. James Dougherty, 
better known by the sobriquet of " Nig- 
ger Jim," was accompanied on the trip 
to the Coast by a former dance hall 
favorite. Myrtle Dunn. Jim is 
one of the characters of the 
country, and one whose estimates of 
hia own good fortune may be taken at a 
slight discount. He was assisted in the 
start by " Big Alec " Macdonald, and 
was a part owner in claims 27, 28 and 
20 above discovery on Bonanza creek — 
these claims beio^ sold only a short 
time ago to the side syndicate of the 
Nortb American Trading & Transporta- 
tion Co. for .$325,000. Of this, Jim's 
share was .$61,000, hr.t as lie has inv. hi- 

halt of this amou/U ui ciaima 72, 
71 below discovery on tl.e eaino fain 
creek, and has not been enpccinlly 
I rudorit in hia exi)enditure hinci be 
c .uiii'g a man of means, he has no i ota 
bly large fortune with him. 

Thomas Fox, another of the Seattle's 
passengers, haa a couple of claims on 
the Eureka, but ia ^ot a rich man by 
any means; he estimates that there was 
$10,000 in nuggeta aboard the Seattle 
^60,000 in duat and half a million ir 
paper, which shows how widely eati- 
inatea difl'er. George Apple, of Apple i<c 
Geist, the pioneer tinsmiths of D^iwson, 
has a bueinesa that is (jiiite aa gooil as 
an average mine, and brings down with 
him $20,000 or thereabouts to invest in 
stocks. George miller h.id taken 
1,000 cheep and ia returning with 
the proix'cda of the aale, leaving 
ing 20,000 pounds as yet undispoeed of' 
excellent evidence that the shortage of 
food is not worlli the name, Leo Pato 
is the proprietor of a restaurant and 
saloon, and also operates the ferry across 
the Klondike on the road to the mines , 
he ia out to buy supplies, and for this 
purpose brings $8,000 or $10,000 with 
him. 

Mr. 0. H. Van Milligen, formerly sec- 
retary of the Union Club, who left here 
for Dawson last spring, found a boat of 
friends around him in the f^riard on his 
arrival from the North last iiiglit. He 
left Diiwfioii on the Mth of December, 
imd altliough not having brought out 
with liiin any immenaa amount of 
wei'.Ith, tliinka enough of the country to 
rotnin to it before many months. Ho 
xniiiiu a good trip out to the Coast and 
Bullered no hardship from the cold. 

Mr. Hugh Moore, who was one of the 
Sidney party, composed of William 
White, Paul Frank and Alex Anderson, 
which left here last March for the Nortb, 
returned by the Seattle and is now a 
irueat lit the Dominion, Mr. Moore left 
Daweoii on October 28 last, being very 
aick at the time, 

Paul Frank and Alex. Anderson are 
working on a lay on number S Bonanza 
and Moore Ba>s they will do well there, 
Mr. iMooro was present when the largest 
nuggot yet mined in the Yukon country 
was taken out of Eldorado creek. It 
was worth $585 in gold, and was after- 
wards sold for $725. He also saw $1,200 
taken out of the same creek in two 
ahoveleful of dirt. 

Mait Landreville, one of the delegates 
to the Dominion government, is a guest 
at the Victoria. He left Dawson on 
December 13, and it took him about 
twenty-eight days to reach the Coast. 
^Ir, Landreville waa very reticent aa to 
his prospects, but anys ho ia per- 
fectly satiafjed with them. Ho cornea

ceed in getting through, but thoy will 
have a hard time of it. If the rush is 
as large as anticipated, he thinks many 
will never reach the Yukon country via 
Dyea or Skagwav. He will return in 
March and will do his outQtting in this 
city. 

Frank Slavin, the well known Aus- 
tralian pugilist, waa one of the first to 
Blip off the Seattle when she -tied up. 
Slavin left Daweon with a party of four 
and arrived at the coast in 30 days. 
Ttkey.had^siz dogs and made no effort to 
break the record. Speaking of the dis- 
covery of what ia termed the mother 
lode of ih3 Klondike, Slavin aays : 
""If it la the mother lode I am no doubt 
the discoverer. On August 27 last I 
started out prosnecting for a quartz 
claim, and struck a very rich ledge 
which seemed interminable in length 
and very wide. Free gold showed 
everywhere in the specimens I got. 
I did not remain out long, how- 
ever, but returned to the placers, 
aud ' not until Novembar did I 
prosecute my search for gold (luarl/.. 
On December 1) I made what I terra the 
big discovery. I traced the ledge for six 
miles and found that it crossed the head 
of Gold Bottom, Sulphur, Hunker and 
Bonanza creeks but did not touch El 
Dorado. It traced further it would 
probably strike Ophir and cross Indian 
river about fifteen miles from the Klon- 
dike. 

"Do I think it is the mother lode? 
Well, I can't say whether it ia the mo- 
ther lode or the father lode, but I know 
it is the richest quartz I have ever seen. 
My party located six claims, 1,500 feet 
each in length, and we are going to work 
them na soon as we return. I will short- 
ly leave here for Pittsburg, where I will 
purchase a diamond drill and other ma- 
chinery for developini; the minea." 

Slavin, who will return to the north 
about March, says it ia hia intention to 
write a book relating hia oxperiencea in 
the north. He thinks that if fifty thana- 
and people attempt to got through by 
way of Dyea and Skagway not one-tenth 
will succeed if they take in their outfits. 
In his book he will recommend Victoria 
as an outfitting point. He purchased 
his outfit here before and will do so 
again. Many miners, he says, speak 
very highly of Victoria as an outfitting 
point, oud he predicta a big rush to this 
city ere long. 

The chief item of news by the juat- 
arrived steamer has reference to the 
situation of afTaira down the river, the 
haven of refuge to which threatened 
Daweon turned ita eyes bo recently. In- 
terest in Fort Y'ukou lias lately been ex- 
cited in consequence of the receipt by 
Captain Healey, the resident managerof 
the Commercial company in DawEon, of 
a noteworthy letter, the writer of which 
is Captain Kay, U.S.A., in charge of the 
post at Fort Yukon. 

In this letter, which bears date-in late 
October, Captain Kay states that he has 
with him at Fort Yukon about oOO per- 
sons, and has been advised by arrivals 
from up the river that some 500 more 
are on their yt&y to his post. He had 
been informed by those who bad already 
reached him of the representations made 
by Captain Hansen to the residents of 
Dawson that they should go to Fort Yu- 
kon if short of Bupplies, and feared that 
the resources of hia atiition might have 
been exaggerated, aud that in conse- 
quence Dawson might unload a greater 
number of people upon him tliau he 
would be in a position to take care of. 
g|In this connection, ho wrote, he had 
been informed the Dawsonians : had 
been told he had 1,000 tons of provisions 
in the commercial companies' caches 
under hia charge. As a matter of fact 
the total was not more than 300 tons, 
and for this reason he pointed out it 
would be extremely unwise to send any 
further applicants for relief down the 
river. He estimated that his supplies 
were sufficient to keep 1,000 men until 
the let of June, and a^ there is no pos- 
sibility of even this, number making 
calla upon it, no uneasiness need be felt 
in that direction. " 

A few days before Ciptain Uny's letter 
was written, about lUU of the men at 
Fort Yuon had orgunizi^d them; elvea and 
informed him that Itiey weii; deternuneii 
to take poBsession of the stores contained 
in the A.C. Co's caches, utileas provided 
by him with outfits. This action they 
attempied to justify by saying that, in 
Dawaon the promise had been made them 
that they could obtain outlits on credit 
from him at Fort Yukon. 

Captain Kay reported that he haJmet 
the declaration of the men with the in- 
formation that he would see to it that no 
one suffered for want of provisions, but 
on the other band be would not be a 
party to those in a position to buy ec- 
curing supplies without compensation to 
the owners. On account ot' ttie men- 
acing attitude of the party he then took 
poeaefeion of the contents of the com- 
pany's two caches, and raised the stars 
and stripes above them. 

In the end the threatening partv ac- 
ceded to Captain Kay's lerme, wiiicii 
were in brief that he would provide for 
any destitute who would make oath 
that they were not in a position to pur- 
cliaho necessaries, and would sell to 
others SICO worth of ataplo gooda at tlie 
ruling prices— or in other worila enough 
to last them until June. He at the 
same time stipulated that thoac to 
whom he gave food must accept em- 
ployment in cutting wood, which the 
government intended to dispoeo of to 
the companiea for steamer fuel at $1 a 
cord. 

At the time of writing ho believed that 
ho had the situation under control, and 
that there was no further fear of the 
caches being raided aa long aa ho re- 
mained in command of them. 

Private advices to Mr. Livernash from 
Samuel O.Donovan, of the United States 
department of labor, who is now at 
Circle City for the pnfpoae of inquiring 
into the atatua of the minera, obtain the 
information that Captain Kay had not 
experienced any further trouble up to 
the 2nd of Noyember, and everything 
was (juiet at Fort Yukon on that liate. 

In taking into account Captain Kay'a 
roiiorte, it must not bo overlookefl that 
instead of having 1,000 men dependent 
upon the resources in hia control, ho 
cannot have at the higheat estimate 
more than 550, and that in consequence 
the staples sufficient to maintain 1,000 
men until June will be more than suf- 
ficient for their requirementa. 

Captain Ray says also that he ia send- 
ing some men to Fort Hamlin, 150 miles 
farther Routii and readily accessible 
across the ice— at which point' it is 
known that there ia a cache of 200 or 300 
tons of staple food stufla, a hargoload left 
by the ateamer Bollaon her last up-trip. 

Included in the news brought by the 
returning Klondikers is the story of 
how, just before the last parties left

FRENCH OLEEICAM ATTiLCJOD. 

The Premier Denies That They Infliience 
tbe Government or Constitute 
a Peril. 

Paris, Jan. 21. — During the debate 

the chamber of deputies to- 
day on the estimatea ot the de- 
partment of public worship M. Berad 
denounced the " dangers of clericalism." 
The Premier, M. Melino, declared that 
there was no gronndp for such feara. 
He denied that the government ia com- 
posed of clericala or that it is under 
pontifical direction, adding that the so 
called clerical peril ia only put forward 
to divert attention from the revolution 
ary peril. ICx-Ministor Goblet then 
moved the separation of church and 
stated, which wag defeated by 30'J to 192 
votes. 

Several meraberfi denounced the inter- 
ference of Chief liabbi /adockahn in the 
Esterhazy affair, whereupon M. Millard 
replied that if tlie chief ralibi bad acted 
improperly he could be deprived of hia 
salary. 

M. de Mahy called attention to the 
propaganda of English and German 
pastors in various parts of France, de- 
nouncing them amid applause as 
" apiea " and aa being a " veritable peril 
to the esistence of the Fatherland."

TEH CUSTOMS REGULA- 
TIONS IN THE NORTH. 

On Tuesday last the Collector of Oua- 
toma at Fort TowBaeod waB in receipt of 
the follovriug despatch from the Asaist- 
ant Secretary of the United States 
Treasury : 

New regulations are in preparation re- 
garding the entry of miners' outiits for 
transportation to British Territory. 
They have not yet been issued. 

Tliis ia in keeping with a telegram re- 
ceived by the British Colambia Board 
of Trade from Hon. Mr. Sifton a few 
days ago. Since the message was sent 
from Washington to the OoUector at 
Port Townsend and Mr. Sifton sent hia 
telegram referred to, the United States 
Treasury has notified the Dominion 
government that the promulgation of 
the new regulations has been postponed 
pending the arrival of the Collector for 
Alaska, who is expected at Washington 
in the course of a few days. 

The Post-Intelligencer says that these 
regnlations are made to cover certain 
points raised by queries propounded to 
the Treasury Department by the Seattle 
Chamber of Commerce, but we fancy 
thin ia only partly correct, because the 
new regulations are chiefly the result of 
Mr, Sifton'a visit to Washington. 

The queries propounded by the Seattle 
Chamber are six in number and are as 
fol lows : 

Will Canada collect a duty on Ameri- 
can horses? 

Will the United States collect a duty 
on Canadian horseaV 

Will Canada be allowed to send goods 
in bond through American territory, and 
vice versa. 

If, in either of the laat two cases, the 
answer ia yes, under what regulations 
will cilizQus of either country be allowed 
to bond their goods? 

Will AiiieriL'iina be allowed any ex- 
e'lijitions from duty upon Aiiierioati 
goods taken into the Canadian Yukon 
region? If bo, how much, specifyins; ar- 
tii^lee? 

Will the same customs and collection 
regulations apply equally to all ports of 
entry? 

Some of these questions are already 
settled. Canada charges duty on Amer- 
ican horsea and the United States 
i;hiirj,'eB duty on Canadian horses when 
they lire taken from one country to the 
other to remain— that is to say, when 
they are imported ; but neither country 
charges duty upon horses from the other 
when they are used in transporting goods 
across the frontier. This rule applies to 
all points, and there is not likely to be 
any exception made in tho case of the 
frontier of tiie Canadian V'jkon. 

Tlio ref;ulations to govern the transit 
ol jjoods of one country through tlie ter- 
ritory of the other are to bo, so we un- 
derstand, the subject o£ the new regula- 
tions to be ieeaed at Wasbington. The 
Canadian government has already pub- 
lished those applying to goods in transit 
do wn the Yukon from one part of Alaska 
t'j anothe r. 

It h^r. '^.jon ofilcially announced by the 
Dominion government that the only 
iirticlea e::crapt from duty are broken 
jiackages of food for immediate use. Tho 
question of the Seattle Gbamber of Com- 
ineroe indicates that body to be under 
the impression that some special ex- 
emption may be given or some special 
exaction be required of United States 
citizens. This is not tho case, and will 
not be the case. The regulations apply 
to every one, British subjects as well as 
aliens. A citizen of the United States 
on arriving at the Yukon frontier. will be. 
acfsorded preoiaely the same treat'tnent 
as a man born under the ahsdow of the 
]^^rHaDieQt buildings at Ottawa. 

The query as to tho applicability of 
the now regulations to all points of en- 



try is stated by the Poat-Iutelligoncer to 
refer especially to the Stickeen^ and is 
said to have been prompted by the state- 
ment that the United States cannot col- 
lect duties on Canadian goods at Wran- 
gel. If the Seattle Chamber of Com- 
merce will take the trouble to read the 
treaty between Great Britain and Russia 
made in,I825, the treaty, between Kussia 
and the TTnited States for the purchase 
of Alaska, and the treaty of Washington 
between Great Britain and the United 
States securing to the people of both 
countries the right of free navigation in 
certain waters, it will find that British 
subieota have the same right to the navi- 
gation of the Stickeen and Yukon rivers 
as are enjoyed by United States citizens. 
This is all the claim that has ever been 
made on the subject, but it has been as- 
serted that this right of free navigation 
necessarily carries with it the righL to 
carry Canadian goods up the Stickeen 
without being subject to duty at Wran- 
gel, or to any interferencei whatever by 
the United States customs house ofBcers, 
except as may bo necessary to prevent 
smuggling. Thus if a steamer goes to 
Wrangel loaded with goods for Tele 
graph Creek, and there transfers hir 
load to a river steamer, tho transferring 
will be done under the supervision of a 
United States customs house officer. If 
the steamer from the South ia one that 
can navigate the Stickeen, and hence 
will not rc-iiuiro to transfer her cargo, 
she will simply report at Wrangel, if she 
wishes, or she may steam directly up 
the Stickeen without stopping any- 
where. There can hardly be the least 
room for any question upon these 
points. 

The Seattle Chamber ia probibly 
especially anxious to know what regula- 
tion will cover the carriage of goods up 
the Stickeen in tho winter season. The 
understanding reached at Washington 
between Mr. Sifton and the Secretary 
of the Treasury was that no unnecessary 
restrictions would be imposed, and it 
was immediately given outoflScially that 
the United States government was not 
in a position to furnish bonded ware- 
houses at Wrangel, but that Canadian 
■goods cn route up the Stickeen would be 
taken charge of by an ofScer of the cus- 
toms at the owner's risk. There is no- 
thing at all unreasonable in this. 

A CHALLENGE TO SEATTLE. 

Tho Seattle Times says that crowds 
stand all day long around the window of 
an office in the Occidental block in that 
city, eagerly devouring the contenta of 
articlea in the Victoria Colokist that are 
poated for the information of the public. 
Thereupon our contemporary makea 
Bome observations about liars in general 
and the Victoria brand of that article in 
p?rticular. All of which ia extremely 
interesting, and shows how well the 
Colonist is getting in its work. But we 
would' remark, in passing, to our Seattle 
contemporary, that while it is the easiest 
thing in the world to call another paper 
harsh names, and accuse it of telling 
what is not true, it is quite another 
matter to prove such an allegation. For 
instance, the Colonist said that the 
average duties on an outfit bought out of 
Canada and taken into the Yukon ia 30 
per cent. It ia no use for the Timea to 
Bay this is not true, for it is true, and if 
our contemporary v»ill take the trouble 
to buy a copy of the Canadian luistoins 
laws it will find out that it ia true. 

The Times brands as a "lie," which 
seems a needlessly coarse world to use 
in a business argument, the statement 
that Canadian goods can be taken into 
the Oaaadian Yukon without jjayic^; 
doty. We fear this statement of our 
contemporary escaped the watchful eje 
of its editor-in-chief, who certainly 
would not like to go on record as sng- 
gesting that there ia a duly on goods 
going from one part of Canada to an- 
other. The assertion of our contem- 
porary is aa absurd and as foreign to the 
facts as thounh we should say that if a 
man purchased yioocls in Seattlo ho 
would have to i)ay duty on them if ho 
took thetu to Taconia. 

In regard to the prices of goods goinp; 
to mak§ up an outfit, all that Victoria 
merchants ask is that purchasers com- 
pare prices in the two cities. They will 
find that Victoria prices average con- 
siderably less than those in Seattle, and 
if to tlie first cost is added the duty the 
difrerenco in favor of a Victoria outfit is 
very great indeed. Miners will also find 
that Victoria merchants are the most 
skillful outfittera on the Coast, having 
had a long experience in that line, an 
exiierience that began before Seattle was 
much more than a name. 

Does the Timea mean to say that these 
statements are false? Wo hardly think 
it will jeopardize its reputation by so 
doing. The Colonist asks no one to 
accept its statement without Resting it, 
and it stands ready the moment any one 
can demonstrate that any of the afore 
going statements are untrue, to correct 
them in aa public a manner as it now 
niakoa them, wliich correction can lie 
posted everywhere in Seattle for crowds 
to devour. Tho Coi.oni.st challenges any 
one in Seattle or elsewhere to disprove 
wh^t it says above. 



THE SITUATION IN THE ORIEN T. 

The latest despatches from the Orient 
are decidedly disquieting. It ia an- 
nounced that Eassia has delivered to 
China aomethlng which amounts very 
nearly to an ultimatum. Notice has 
been given that if the new loan ia ne- 
gotiated by Great BriUin, Bussia will 
Ivltbdraw its protection, from Ohina. 



Just how much that protection ia worth 
may^be problematical.'but such a de- 
clai-ation indicates very strained condi- 
tions. 

On the heels of this comes the intelli- 
gence that one of the best of the British 
battleships has been ordered to get 
ready to proceed to the East to reinforce 
the fleet there and that two French bat- 
tleships have been ordered to get ready 
to go at once to the Orient. 

Still more Higniflcaut is tho news from 
Japan. The Marquis Ito is at tho head 
of a (lairs there at present, and it was he 
who managed the war between Japan 
and Ohinti so successfully. He has or- 
dereti a fleet to proceed at once to 
Chinese waters, and the St. James 
Gazette says the fleet is strong enough 
to dispose of anything that Ruasia and 
Germany combined can bring to bear 
against it. With the aid of the British 
fleet, Japan could easily give a check- 
mate to the designs of the other powers. 
Things look very much as if something 
of that kind is likely to occur. 

Present indications are that Great 
Britain will be found acting with Japan 
and China in preventing the lOuropean 
powers from aggrandizing themselves at 
the expense of the latter. The fact that 
the order to the Japanese fleet follows so 
closely upon the speech delivered by Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, as to the deter- 
mination of Great Britain to prevent her 
subjects from being excluded from the 
Chinese trade, even at tho cost of war, 
adds to Us significance. This is a vc^ry 
different condition of things to what was 
expected only a very short time ago, and 
eomes about from the fact that the Brit- 
ish government does not desire to see 
the integrity of China disturbed, while 
the other European powers regard the 
Yellow Kingdom as a legitimate field 
for conquest. 

The Nelson Tribune asks theCoi.oNisT 
to explain why Hon. Mr. Turner ex- 
empted the coal mines of the Dunsmuirs 
from a tax upon their output. Tho only 
reply necessary ia that the Hon. Mr. 
Turner never did anything of the kind. 
The Tribune says that it will be " need- 
less for the Oolo.nist to dispose of this 
issue by denouncing the editor of the 
Tribune as an anarchist and an unclean 
thing." We did not know that the 
editor of the Tribune was anything of 
the kind, but granting that he is, why 
should the Tribune suppose that we 
would think that melancholy fact affect- 
ed in any way the wisdom of imposing a 
tax upon coal, which the consumers 
would have to pay 7 

In a circular setting forth the attrac- 
tionaof this city, issued by an enter- 
prising Victoria house, the cost of the 
parliament building is put at .f!, 000,000. 
This is nearly four times what it actually 
cost; but we duppose in those Klondike 
times a little exiggeration like that is 
only "proper amplification," to quote 
the language of the Central News Agency 
of London, which from a Corean des- 
patch of three words bailt up a story a 
column and a half long. 



A riioi'osAL has been made in the 
United States House of Representatives 
to spend $300,000,000 in increasing the 
regular army. It did not carry, but its 
introduction is significant of a movement 
on foot in that country. The army is 
not intended for foreign cervice, but to 
be employed at home to keep tho dis 
contented claeaee in ebeck. 



Ir is announced that mining licenses 
for the Yukon will he issued in .N'.iriai- 
mo as well as in Victoria and Vancou- 
ver. This is a proper step as many per- 
sons go directly North from Nauaimo. 
When the hat of points of issue appeared, 
Mr. W. B. McTnnes, M.P., lost no time 
in impressing upon Mr. Sifton tlie do- 
sirability of having Xanaimo added, and 
Mr. Sifton promptly corrected the ovei- 
sight or omission. 

TiiK Nelson Tribune says the electors 
have an implied promise of a dlstribu 
tion bill before the next election. Have 
thoy? When was it given? This par- 
ticular misstatement of the opposition 
press has been disproved time and time 
again. 

Afp.\iks in Cuba are proceeding very 
favorably for the interests of Spain. 
This will be disappointing to tho Aiusri- 
can flre-easters, who appeared to be 
suffering for a chance to shed Spanish 
gore.

BEMOVING VERANDAHS. 

All Such Structures Projecting Over tlie 
Streets Within the Fire Limits to 
Come Down at Once. 

\'igorous steps are to be taken to have 
the provisions of tfie Street by-law cam- 
plied with in reerard to removing veran- 
dahs encroacliing ou the streets within 
the lire limits. Roughly speaking, the 
(ire limits are contained within a line 
drawn from the water front up Herald 
street to Douglas ; along Douglas to Fis- 
gard ; thjnc.o to JJlanchard ; from Blan- 
cliard to Kae ; Kae to Douglas, and 
thence by Humboldt street to the water. 

Notices signed by Mr. Northcott, the 
building inspector, are being sent to 
people having such verandahs, directing 
their attention to the aection of the by- 
law, which reads : 

" Every verandah now in or upon or 
projecting over any street or public side- 
walk, footpath or sidewalk allowance 
within the said fire limits of the muni- 
cipality shall be forthwith removed by 
the owner, lessee or occupier of the 
building to which such verandah is at- 
tached or belongs." 

Tlie by-law gives the corporation the 
power to direct any of its officers to pull 
down and remove any verandah that is 
not forthwith removed in accordance 
with the above section, and such pulling 
down and removal is to be don^ at the 
expense of the owner or of the person 
claiming the ownership or use of such 
verandah. 

A month's time is given for compli- 
ance with the notice, otherwise stepa 
will be taken to enforce the by-law. 

The effect of this provision will be to 
do away with many unsightly structures 
which now cumber the bueiness streets.

THAT DEER SEIN CASE. 

Magistrate Macrae Dismisses tbe Action 
Against Mr. Strouss— An Appeal tO 
Be Taker. 

What is familiarly known as "that deer 
skin case" was up again yesterday, when 
Magistrate Macrae gave his decision in 
the case of Husaey v. Stroues. In March 
last an information was laid by Superin- 
tendent F. S, Hussey, of the provincial 
police, against Mr. Strouaa, for being in 
poeaeaaion of and preparing to export 
deer skins, contrary to the provincial 
game acc. Sergeant Langley and a pro- 
vincial conatable aeized the skins num- 
bering 777, and the case was heard be- 
fore Magistrate Macrae in April, Mr. F, 
B, Gregory appearing for the defence, 
and Mr. George E. Powell for the crown. 
The defence moved for dismissal on the 
ground that the crown had failed 
prove that the aefendant 
Stroues was not one of the vnrious 
persons exempted by the act, such as 
Indians and free miners. Ttie Magis- 
trate, acting on the Chief Justice's deci- 
sion in Regina v. Boscowilz, diamisaed 
ttie case on the objection raised by the 
defence. 

From this the crown appealed and 
Mr. Justice Walkem upheld the crown's 

contention that the burden of proof was 
on the defendant and not on the crown 
to show that the defendant was one of 
the iiereons excepted by tlie act. He 
directed the mauistralo to re-hear ttie 
case, and at the same time directed at- 
tention to trio fact that Dominion legisla- 
tion existed on the same point. 

The case was then re-lieard and tbe 
only defence submitted was that the 
provincial act was ultra vires and the 
I section of the Dominion Ouatoma Tarifl" 
Act governed. This section among 
other things prohibits the export of any 
portion oC a deer. 

This view is now upheld by the judg- 
ment delivered by Magiatrate Macrae, 
which reads : 

" When this information for an alleged 
violation of section 7 of the ' Game Pro- 
tection Act, 18115, ' came before me for the 
purpose of being re-heard in pursuance 
of a judgmentandorderof the Supreme 
court, counsel for the prosecution and 
for the defence at my request addressed 
themsolvea to the iiuestion of the effect 
on tlie provisionaoi the above mentioned 
section 7 of section IG of the Dominion 
' Cuatoma Tariff Act, IfO-l,' to which 
attention had been called in the judg- 
ment of Mr. Juatice Walkem. Many 
authoritiea were cited by counsel in sup- 
port of their respective views. After a 
careful consideration of these and other 
authoiities, it appears to mo to be 
clear law, under the provisions 
of the B. N. A. Act, 1807, that 
the enactments of the parliament of 
Canada, in so far as these are within its 
competency, must override provincial | 
legislation. Holding, as I inaat, that 
parliament had the authority to enact 
the section of tlie ' Customs Tariff Act, 
18!)4,' above referred to, which ia appli- 
cable to the whole of the Dominion, I 
must also hold that the provincial legiE- 
lation on tbe same matter, such aa that 
contained in section peven of tbe 'Game 
Protection Act, 1895,' was thereby ne- 
cessarily excluded. This information for 
a breach of the provincial enactment 
must therefore, in my opinion, be dis- 
misHcd, and it is disnjiased accordingly."

MisB Cameron, of the South Park sch 
wrote asking tliat an additional teacher 
bo Eupplied owing to the large increase 
in the number of pupils recently 

The principal of the Victoria West 
school complained that pupils from that 
district are attending other schools in 
the city. The matter was referred to 
the superintendent for report. 

Several letters from teachers re(i nest 
ing increases in salary wore received, 
and it was decided to deal with 
them when tiio estimates for th 
year were considered. Miss Williaine, 
of tiie Girls' Central, asked for 
several improvements for the school, 
and also additional chairs for the 
gymnasium. Tho resiirnation of .\. 
Duncan, teacher for the Victoria West 
school was received and accepted. 

Tho statement of receipts an(i expend- 
itures as already published was present- 
ed and filed. Secretary VVilliama ex- 
plained that Auditor Raymur refused to 
aign the report on the grounds that he 
objected to certain expenditures with 
respect to teachers' salaries. The 
chairman pointed out that Mr. 
Raymur was exceeding his duties 
as auditor in touching upon 
this matter. A motion by Mr. Belyea to 
tlio ell'ect t.hat tho secretary forward a 
copv of the receipts and expenditures of 
18'.)7 to the mayor with the intimation 
that tho auditor had refused to sign it, 
was carried. 

Trustee Hall objected to an anti-flJec- 
tion letter to the preas by Mr, IMar- 
chant.

Exeeptidnai Facilities of tlie " City 
of .Nanaimo" for the Accommo- 
dation of Travellers. 



Messrs. Cook & Sone, the great Lon- 
don excursion agents, who invited ridi- 
cule in more than one quarter three 
months ago by pr.edicting that 50,000 
passengers for the Klondike would be 
handled by their firm alone during the 
siiring of 1S98, have now changed the 
estimate aa a commencement of tbe now 
traffic is at hand. It is not to reduce 
the approximated nnmber of passengers 
to be handled, however; indeed it is 
quite the other way, for the firm have 
already sold something over 82,000 
tickets, and, the demand being unabated, 
a toial of 100,000 paeseugers in practically 
aaaured. The liead otlicors of the 
North German Lloyds announce 
an almost equal army of emi- 
grants from Germany to the new 
Bold fields, nnd taking the evidence of 
these and other great transportation 
companies into consideration, it ia now 
fully apparent that the prediction will 
not go "far astray that from 250,000 to 
lialf a million people from crowded 
Europe will make their way in the direc- 
tion of the upper Yukon before the ap- 
proaching spring Inerges into summer. 
This means, if it means anything, that 
there will be no opposition in the usual 
sense of the term between the various 
forwarding companies in tbe field for 
the handling of the north bound army 
from this city, Vancouver and tbe towns 
of Puget Sound— for there will 
be more than enough businesa for 
all, and it ia indeed doubtful 
if with nil the old and new 
companies, there will be enough steam- 
era to carry the onlhueiaetic treasure- 
seekers to the gatGwaya of the gold land, 
Almost every day sees some acquisition 
to the fleet or to tlie list of operating 
companies, the latest of these being 
known as the Centennial Alaska . Trans- 
portation Co., which has just been 
formed to estatjliah and maintain a line 
of eteamera between thia city and Van- 
couver and the usual far Northern ports. 
Their first Bteamer, from which the 
company takes ita name, ia the Centen- 
nial, now in Oriental waterS, and due to 
leave Yokohama for Victoria direct early 
in February, arriving on or about the 
'20th proximo. She ia a stranger in 
American Pacific waters, but from de- 
scription appears to be well fitted to the 
reijuirementa of the trade she ia to cater 
for, Deing a vessel of 2,075 tons gross or 
1,276 net, with a length of 325 feet, beam 
of 35 and depth of 30. Her accommoda- 
tions are sufiicient for 100 first-clasa and 
700 steerage pasaengers, wliile lier new 
compound engines ahsure satisfactory 
speed. The company's interests are in 
the general charge of Mr. James Grif- 
fltns, of Seattle, who will open oUicea iu 
Victoria very shortly.
